THE NOMINATIONS. 
OPEN WAR. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuineton, D, C., Dec. 6.—The President 
sent in this afternoan the nominations of Roose- 
velt and Prince to be respectively Collector and 
Naval Officer of New York. The opponents of 
the Administration claim in consequence that 
the President has laid down the gage of battle. 
Ever since the extra session adjourned there 
have been rumors that f truce was being nego- 
tiated between the President and Senator Conk- 
ling, through Secretary Evarts. It is evident

SHOULD PUBLICLY SURRENDER. 
That he has not done so, the nomination of 
the New York Custom-House appointees is a 
witness. Ben Hill, in an intervicw with Tux 
TRIBUNE correspondent to-night, said he knew 
that there had been no adjustment of the diffi- 
culty between Conkling and the and 
he was satisfied from the situation that there 
could be no truce. “All the President has to

ONLY A MATTER OF TIME. 

So far, Conkling’s successes have only been ap- 
parent; they are not lasting. The action of the 
Senate to-day shows that in the end he will be 
soundly whipped.

Judge Chisholm’s Canvass for Congress, and 
What It Cost Him-—An Interview with 
Mrs. Chisholm.

Jackson, Miss., Nov. 30.—I had intended to 
goto Kemper County yesterday, but Kemper 
saved me the trouble by coming to Jackson.

City of Berlin, when the fact that packages ad- 
dressed to the British Coloutal department 
were picked up near the scene of the 
wreck is considered in connection with 
the known presence on board the vessel 
of the Hon. F. W. Plunkett, one of the Assist- 
ant Secretaries of the British Legntion to the 
United States. The City of Berlin carriea 52 
cabin and 120 steerage passengers, besides a 
crew of 150,—in all, 322 sduls. | 

“The Island of Ushant, off which the wreck 
is reported, is the most westerly of seven 
islands belonging to the Department of Finis- 
terre. The City of Berlin, of the Inman Line, 
left this port Saturday, Nov. 24. The Baltic, 
which left.at the same time, arrived at 
Queenstown three days ago. The Bolivia 
from Boston, the Victoria and Vaterland, all 
leaving on the same day, have been reported 
arrived. The delay in the arrival of the City of 
Berlin has given rise to grave fears, put these 
have hitherto been held in check by the confi- 
dence expressed by the proprietors and agents of 
the line on both sides the water. The insurance 
companies have not shared this confidence, and 
to-day risks would not be taken here by the 
Atlantic Mutual at less than 10 per cent. The 
passengers on the Berlin include Mr. and 
Mrs. W. B. Clapp, of Chicago; Capt. F. P. Perry, 
of the British army; William Rigby and R. 8.

Disappointment at failing to be under- 
stood by the community he loved and served 
so well culminated after years of ill-health in

The war between the railrmds and the scalpers 
is getting more exciting evey hour. The former 
are not relaxing their effortsto force the sealpers 
out of the business, and new arrests for violating 
the law are continually mate, The latter have 
recovered from their panic ani indecision, and are 
taking decided steps to beat their adversaries. A 
meeting of scalpers, or, ai they prefer to be 
called, ticket-brokers, was held yesterday morn- 
ing, and an organization efected.. Mr. William 
Him was elected Chairman; Mr. J. J. Walser 
Treasurer, and Mr. B. B. Lans Secretary. The 

es at pledge@ themselves to contribute 
all the funds 11 make an effective de- 
tense. After u long debate a to the best course to 
pursue, it was decided to make another test 
case in the coarts, and cary the matter before 
the Supreme Court for a final decwion. It 
is claimed that the late ease igainst-Mulford could 
not be considered a test case, as that man real- 
ly been guilty of unlawful transactions.

This 
entails a loss on the * -D in this city of $1 on 
each ticket they sell. ¢ railroad men laugh at 
this move and say it cannot hurt them in the least, 
as the arrangement with the New York secalpers 
cannot be kept up, as most of the coupons would 
expire before they can be resold, and the Boston 
and New York roads have lately agreed not to ac- 
cept tickets or coupens the time of which bus ex- 
pired.. But, to guard against all emergencies and 
not allow an advantage to be given to any one 
line, they pro to hold a meeting this morning 
and decide to withdraw all tickets to Boaton via New 
York and only sell tickets via Albany. Mr. F. K. 
Myers, General Ticket and Passenger Agent ofthe 
Pittewurg, Fort Wayne & Chicago. whose road is 
principally benefited by the move of the scalpers, 
clares himself heartily in favor of this action, 
ough it will throw all the Boston business on the 
Northern lines. The scalpersadmit that this move 
will spoil their present arrangement, but it will 
not prevent them from discriminating against the 
pe They assert that they will then buy tickets 
to New York at the regular rate, $20, and sell them 
for $18, losing $2 oneach ticket. They say that 
this los will be small to them, while the action 
will tell he«vily against zue roads which are dis- 
criminated against. ‘Tiley sold yesterday nine 
tickets over the Chicago & Erie Line, and at this 
rate they would lose but $18 a day. which they 
coula stand for any lengthof time. The scalpers 
are aleo discussing the advisability of bringing suit 
—— some of the roads for malicious prosecation, 
claiming that they were authorized by the roads to 
sell the. tickets for the sale of which some of 
them were arrested. The railroad men are not in 
the least disconcerted by this threat, claiming that 
they had provided for the redemption of all tickets 
in the hands of outsiders, and as the scalpers re- 
fused to give them up they were clearly violating 
the law. 

Among the arrests made yesterday was that of 
Mr. E. B. Manz for selling a ticket to Cairo over 
the Iilinois Central. He was taken before Sum- 
merfield and his case was continued until to-@ay, 
under bonds of $500. Mr. Manz, who really bears 
the reputation of being one of the most honest 
and respectable men in the business, and was 
never accused of selling stolen tickets or passes. 
claims that the roads have no case against him.

THE GRAND TRUNK IS COMING. 

Developments have been made during the last 
few days which clearly indicate the intention of 
the Grand Trunk Railway Company regarding an 
independent outlet to this eity. It is now estab- 
lished beyond a doubt that this Company will run 
trains all the way through to this city over its own 
line before next fall. It has already been stated that 
the Grand Trunk has secured control, practically, 
of the Chicago & Southern Railroad, which runs 


from thie city ta Thornton. It has been the gen-

this line with the Chicago & Lake Huron by com- 
pieting the gap between Thornton and Valparaiso. 
But the developments made during the last few 
days show that such was not the intention, and 
that the assertions heretofore made by the 
Grand Trunk that they would not have the 
Port Huron Road at any price were true. 
The arrangements which the Company has lately 
made will secure for it. & much better constructed 
and more direct route to the city than via the Port 
Huron line. It purchased a short time ago the 
road from Ridgeway. Mich., on its own Hine to 
Jackson, Mich., whichis now partially completed, 
and will require but little outlay to complete. 
Workmen are already at work to fnish the line as 
speedily as possible. It is now understood that the 
Grand Trunk has succeeded in making arrange- 
ment with the owners of the Michigan Central 
Air-Line, the lease of which was given tp by thé 
Michigan Central about two years ago, which gives 
it full control of the road from Jackson to Niles. 
From the latter point a new road is to be construct- 
ed to Thornton, where a connection is made with the 
Chicago & Southern Railroad which will complete 
the line to this ci The Grand Trunk officials 
expect to have ine tire ine completed by next 
fall, when they will Bt ready to compete with any 
of the trunk lines for the Eastern true, and pay 
them back for the discrimination practiced aguinst 
them for some years past. The change of base on 
the part of the Grand Trunk in securing this line 
in place of the Port Huron Road will affect the 
Kastern trunk lines more severely than was ex- 
pecied, as the pew route is almost as short as any 
other of tne trunk lines, and the charge that has 
been made against the Port Huron line tust it is 
poorly constructed cannot be made against this one. 
A Grand Trunk official stated to a Tribune 
reporter yesterday that while it is certain that the 
freight business will be done over the Chica 
Southern ic has not yet been definitely decided 
whether the passenger busihess will also be done 
Over that line. The Compan 
bring that business over the Illinois Central, which

Panis, Nov. 21.—There has been nothing fike 
it slace the Empire, All the Place de l’Etoile 
lit up by the sheen of two emormous eagles, 
outlined in gas-jets, and by a bordering row of 
lesser fires that mark the garden fence of one 
ofthe great houses that divide avenue from 
avenue in the thoroughfares 
arch; the whole front of the house more softly 
illumined by light streaming through colored 
curtains; a crowd of idlers gazing up at the 
windows from about 9 p. m. to 4 the next morn- 
ing, and speculating on the interpretation of 
E Pluritus Unum written in fire across 
the breasts of the birds; carriages driy- 
ing up from all directions with a company 
as numerous as the crowds ; policemen, badauds, 
gamins de Paris, swearing coachmen, expostu- 
lating swells, pretty bundles of silk and tulle 
which are understood to be women—these might 
serve as rough notes for a description of the 
outside scene. And the significance of it all is 
that Mre. Mackay, of San Francisco, has Gen. 
Grant to dinner to-night (Wednesday. the 20th), 
at her Paris residence, and that she has invited 
all the world“ to meet him after the meal. 

I repeat there has been nothing like it since 
the Eupire for spiendor, for tasteful profusion. 
Paris bas been talking of it all the week. “Are 
you going to the Mackays!” was the stock 
question, and it served to give the weather a 


rest. 

I went, I saw it, and I really have no clear 
recollection of what I saw. I have a confused 
idea that I have been looking at a sort of | social 
aurora borealis, and that is about all.. The best 
way, I think, will be to adopt the principle of 
our newest school of art, and simply set down 
impressions in the order in which they were re- 
ceived, leaving it to the critics to make a picture 
of them, or to prove that no picture can be 
made.

In another moment I was 
bowing toa lady with dark hair and of very 
youthful appearance, Mrs. Mackay, and to Miss 
Hungerford, a friend who is staying with her. 
I did not in the least notice how she was dressed, 
but somebody told me afterwards—blue satin 
mixed with bine faille and trimmed with 
bunches of silver flowers. Mrs. Mackay stood 
in the smaller drawing-room; at the endef the 
larger one beyond it were Gen, and Mrs. Grant, 
Mr. and Mrs. Noyes, Miss Stevens, and Miss 
Lincoln; and between the hostess at one end of 
the suite and the chief guests at the other 
strolled some 200 or 300 of the best people 
of Paris.

Taken in another,—the beauty of 
some of the ladies,—it suggested raptures 
which, as I am no poet, I cannot set down. Th 
another again,—its cosmopolitanism,—it Ww 
perhaps the most interesting of all. | 
1 had long wished to go over this house, 
moved, Lwilf venture to say, by no vulgar cu- 
riosity, but simpiy to see how in the capital of 
civilization you could have the best shelter from 
the elements that money could buy, The rooms 
were nearty afl thrown open, so here was my 
opportunity. Given boundiess wealth, Paris, 
and carte blanche to her most tasteful work- 
men, what would they produce in the way of a 
lowly cot suited to the accommodation o Pes.

Then I 
turn into a boudoir, tapestried in crimson silk, 
but with little of its permanent decorations to 
be seen. because to-night well-nigh every avail- 
able nook of space is occupied by huge fancy 
baskets of flowers—some of them veritable 
parterres—which send their perfume into the 
room beyond. The flowers are not costly 
enough, for I dare say they are not to be 
reckoned at more than $1 a bud; so stuffed 
tropical bir I don’t know how much a 
feather, they would tell you in the Rue de 
la Paix—haye been brought to nestle r 
the leaves.

The Suit AgainstJames O'Neill Disposed Of 
Record of Judgments, New Suits, Bank- 
ruptey Proceedings, Etc. 

The O'Neill divorce case was heard yesterday 
afternoon before Judge Wilnams, and James 1s 
happy. The case has been up several times be- 
fore on motions for alimony or solicitors’ fees, and 
a large number of contradictory aflidavits have 
been filed, on which an order was made allowing 
temporary alrmony. Yesterday it was agreed in 
open court by the respective lawyers that these 
affidavits should be used on the trial instead of 
other testimony. This looked bad for Mrs. 


O'Neill, for in the afiidavits no reference 
was made to any certificate of marriage, 
nor was the name of any clergyman 


given as having performed the wedding ceremony. 
Judge Williams carefully read over the bill which 
charged desertion on the part of James, perused 
the affidavits of divers persons, showing that the 
parties bad lived together as man and wife, and 
hat one child had been born, and other affidavits 
showing apparently that Mrs. O'Neill was only 
pushing this suit forthe purpose of getting some 
money. No arguments were had, and Judge Will 
jams said that the evidence, as he remarked 
when. allowing alimony, was not suf 
ficient to grant any divorce, as it did not appear 
thatthere had been any between the 
parties. The bill was therefore ordered to be dis- 
missed. an order of Court some weeks ago 
Mrs. O'Neill was allowed $100 attorney's fees and 
$50 temporary alimony, —it is possible she received 
more without any order of Court.

He would 
also be required to consult the Court before pay- 
ing outany money. The debt due the Mortgage 
Company, and which ie sought to be foreclosed, is 
about 8300.

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Judge McAlister Declares It to 
Be Hopelessly Uncon- 
itutional. 


Some Preliminary Observations 
on the Perils or the Un- 
employed Poor.

In the Criminal Court yesterday morning Judge 
McAllister gave a very important decision, which. 
if sustained by the Supreme Court, will render 
nugatory the act passed this year by the Legisia- 
ture with a view of ‘removing from the streets and 
highways professional vagrants and thieves. Sev- 
eral persons, arreged by the police and sent to 
the House of Cortection for vagrancy, had pre- 
viously been releised on habeas corpus, but the 
question of the censtitutionality of the law was 
not formally ea forth, or any reasons 
given for the rnimg. The. continual presenta- 
tion of cases, the police and committing Magistrates 
having ignored the verbal opinion of the Court, 
induced his Honor to study the statute critically, 
and below will be fund his conclusions. The de- 
cision was based won the application for a writ 
of habeas corpas t secure the release of Hattie 
Brooks, a prostitutes, Who was committed to the 
House of Correctior on the 12th of November, she 
alleging that at the time of her arrest there had 
been no complaint, or anything purporting to be 
a complaint, verbal pr Written, charging her with 
any offense. and that no warrant had been issued 
for her arrest. 

Before giving the epinion itself, the Jadge said: 

In this habeas corpus case, where the prisoner is 
confined in the Hous of Correction upon a sentence 
of six months for vagrancy, I have prepared a 
written opinion, but before 1 read u 1 wish to 
make a few observations in regard to the nature of 
this statute (the Vagrancy act), which I could not 
very well do without prolonging the opinion to an 
unreasonable length. In the several cases that 
have been before me, the arrest in each instance 
was made without warrant, by a policeman, the ac- 
cusation was made by a policeman, and pohcemen 
were witnesses; and it is clai that, upon 4 fair 
construction of the secon i section of the act of 


1877, licemen are authorized to arrest upon 
view. My firet impressions were, that, — 
the statute was not entirely clear, it 


was not my duty to 
of the liberty of the citazen, and I held that a war- 
rant was requisite. The 13 however, and 

bink otherwise, and they 
have kept on arresting, without warrant, upon view, 
and convicting. Of course, if a Warrant is requi- 
site, the Magistrate never acquires jurisdiction. 
The record failing to show he has jurisdiction, it is 
the duty of the Court to discharge u beas 
corp because the judgmeut w be void. 
Now, if that be the correct view of this statute, I 
say, and it is my duty to 12 plainly upon this 
subject, that this statate, if it authorizes an arrest 
upon view by a policeman and authorizes a Police 
Macistrate to try without a jury, then the liberties 
of even the honest poor are entirely at the mercy 
of the lice force of this city. Let us see 
if that be not correct. One of the defnitions 
of vagrants in the irst section of thie statute is 
persons who are babitually neglectful of their 
employment or their calling, and do not lawfully 
provide for themselves or for the support ot their 


families.“ Take that as a definition of a vagrant, 
and concede or assame that a policeman a right 
to arrest on view, what is necessary to Pustify him 


to do so? The last clause of the provision, which 
is also the description. and do not lawfully pro- 
vide for themselves or their families, is answered 
and supplied by the mere proof, or the mere ap- 
arent truth of the fact,,ihat they do not provide 
or them at all. If they do not provide for them 
at all. they do not do it lawfully or onlawfally. 
So that the poorer a man is, the more destitute he 
is, without reference to anything else, the clearer 
the evidence is of that branch of the definition be- 
ing satisiled. Then the other branch is, persons 
whoare habitually negiectfal of their employment or 
calling. Habitually neglectful!’ How much 
evidence is required to the mind of a policeman or 
Police Magistrate to be satisfied that a man falls 
within that description? Here isa man; he may 
be a tinner or a blacksmith. He may have heart 
disease. He may look as well as anybody. but be 
entirely incapacitated from labor. A policeman, 
who may have a prejudice against him or not, finds 
that his family is not provided for; that they are 
miserably poor that part of the description is sup- 
lied. He finds that this man has not done any- 
hing for two or three months. He has a calling 
anemployment. Thereapon, on view of the situa- 
tion of his house and the situation of the man as it 
appears to him, the policeman arrests that man 
and takes him to the station. The Justice, who 
acts Gpon the one-man-power system, is author- 
ized to try him without a jury (and he must do it 
within thirty-six hours), and send him to 
the Bridewell: yea, send him to the 
House of Correction, or calaboose, or jail, or im- 
prisonment at bard work on the streets or high- 
ways of the city fora period of six months. That 
man may be entirely honest and industrious, and 
he is thus exposed, and so is every poor citizen in 
the city. His liderties are actually and practically 
at the mercy of the g N. e Cit 71 Chi- 
ago, assuming this .s i te au con- 
2 as it med c 0 ie Tétce and the 
Police Magistrates that it ought to be construed. 

It would be some protection, of course, if a war- 
rant were required in every case. Policemen 
would be very careful when they mace a complaint 
in writing, swore to it, and took out a warrant. 
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Other people there has not been an instance since 


I have been in this court, so far as cases have come 

‘fore me, where anybody but policemen ever 
made a complaint do not doit; and if they do it, 
then the party, if he is unjustly imprisoned, 
has somebody to look to who is responsible for the 
wrong that is committed upon him, and it makes a 
very material difference. But this etatute is so 
drawn—it was undoubtedly intended to give the 
full and unquestionable power to a policeman to 
arrest upon view any person he deemed to fall 
within the description of a vagrant in the first sec- 
tion of this act, because itsays: It shall be the 
— of the Sheriff, Constable, City Marshal, and 
police officers of any county, town, village, city, 
or other municipality in this State, to arrest upon 
view, or acting at the request of any person. 
Now some person in the Legislature put in this 

roviso, which throws the language into some con- 

usion: Provided, Such person shall have first 
made a written complaint and obtained a warrant 
from an officer authorized to issue one for the ar- 
rest of any such vagabond, to arrest and bring be- 
fore the nearest Justice of the Peace or Police 
Justice any such vagabond, wherever he may be 
found.” 

I have analyzed this statute carefully at times 
through a period of three weeks, it striking me 
from the first that, if that construction was a true 
one, it is the most atrocious statute that was ever 
placed upon the statute books of this State, for the 
very reason that it enables a police officer who has 
a spite against any man to arrest that man in the 
midst of the appalling distress of the present time 
and brand him as a criminal when he is suffering 
from the direst misfortunes that a man can endure. 
On that ground it isa villainous statute. It was 
conceived and planned by those, I undertake to 


say from a careful analysis of it, who 
had nothing else in view than sub- 
jecting all the poor classes of this com- 


munity to the power of the police. The e being a 
little excitement about tramps, etc., that statute 
went through without discrimination; and to put 
the power into the hands of the police to arrest 
and the police magistrate to try, withouta jury, a 
man whom a policeman may say falls within the 
detinition which I have given, exposes honest pov- 
erty to be contumed and punished asacrime. In 
view of these characteristics of this statute, I have 
taken the tr®uble to analyze it upon constitutional 
grounds, and, if I have given it its death-biow, I 
consider that I have done a most sacred duty.

Constitution of 1870, which provided that in all 
criminal prosecutions the accused should have the 
right to a speedy trial by an impartial jury, Be- 
fore the Constitution of 1870 also there was a 
special provision in relation to vagrancy, providing 
that trials for that ense should be 
by jury. The Constitution of 
enacting that the right of by 
jury, das heretofore enjoyed,” should be pre- 
served, therefore secured a person charged with 
vagrancyajury trial. The right was not preserved

Now that it is too late to be of any service 
in determining the merits of the South

THE FINANCIAL DEPRESSION. 

The closing of the German National Bank, 
after a desperate fight to maintain its posi- 
tion among the financial institutions of the 
city, is to be regarded rather as a natural in- 
cident of along era of financial depression 
than as a disaster or cause for alarm. The 
bank suspensions of the last few weeks are 
not of the same character as those of the 
corresponding period four years ago; they 
are not the warnings of a new panic, but the 
results of the old panic. The general shrink- 
age of values has compressed all the confi- 
dence out of the community, and suspicion 
once centered upon a financial institution 
in these times, recovery seems to be impossi- 
ble. The condition of the German National 
Bank, as shown by the statement of its 
affairs at the close, would have warranted a 
continuation of business, and commanded 
public confidence, in a se of ordinary 
business prosperity. There are assets 
of nearly $1,000,000 to meet liabilities of 
less than $180,000 in deposits, $90,000 in 
bills payable, and $63,000 of circulation. 
The capital of $500,000, with a surplus of 
earnings amounting to $125,000, and undi- 
vided profits of $10,000 more, are represented 
in the investments, and would ordinarily 
provide abundant protection. Even the 
frightful shrinkage in many of the securi- 
ties (and especially in the real estate which 
this bank, along with others, has been com- 
pelled to take in settlement of loans) is 
not enough to create an apprehension 
that the capital and surplus will be wiped 
out, or that the depositors will lose anything. 
Yet the German National was forced to yield 
to an implacable depression. Htnry Greene- 
baum, the President and Manager, fought 
his way through with the grit and tenacity 
of a little bull-dog. The bank went through 
the fire with flying colors, and came out of 
the panic with credit and vigor. But the 
lines were all the time drawingcloser. The 
panic among savings-bank depositors insti- 
tuted a run onthe German Savings Bank, 
which reflected on the German National. 
Both institutions were in the same building, 
and the public identified them. It was 
enough to start a persistent drain upon the 
resources of the German National. Between 
$200,000 and $300,000 of deposits were 
withdrawn in the two or three days’ 
flurry caused by the suspension of the 
Third National. Nearly $1,000,000 of de- 
posits have been drawn out since July. 
A bank that was able to pay out 85 per cent 
of its liabilities to depositors in cash during 
four months ought to have won its way back 
into public confidence, but the public mind 
is in no frame to listen to logic; no financial 
institution now brought under suspicion, 
however unjustly, is given the benefit of a 
doubt, a hope, or even 24 solv- 
ency. 

How long, O Lord, how long?” is the 
wail of the community at every new evi- 
dence thus offéred that we have not yet out- 
lived the effects of the long erg of extrava- 
gance, inflation, speculation, and intoxica- 
tion preceding the panic of 1873. How 
many settlements remain to be made 
before the commercial community and 
the capitalists can venture with con- 
fidence upon the usual basis of 
business relations? It is a problem that 
can only be solved now by such national 


legislation as will afford relief to institutions 


and men who are tottering and fainting from 
mere ipanition. There have been promises 
of improvement fora year and more. There 
have been evidences of a revival of business 
and confidence that need only proper en- 
couragement to develop into facts and reali- 
ties. There Has been a substantial basis for 
building up new prosperity ig the rare abun- 
dance of the crops and tho exceptional foreign 
demand therefor. These hopes have been 
smothered by the money-gharps of the East 
m their blind and obstinate determination 
to enforce a resumption of specie- 
payments. ip a year’ from now on 
an exclusive gold basis. This necessity 
has been held over the heads of the people 
for two years. Tou must submit to our 
time and our terms,” say the Sbylocks 
and the sharps.

abolished the coinage of the silver dollar. The 
condition of the national revenues and of the 
manufacturing population is such that it 
will be impossible for Congress to longer 
postpone or neglect the.therough revision 
of the tariff, which has now become a se- 
rious obstacle in the way of a revival of indus- 
try. The policy of excessive protection having 
resulted diss ously, especially to the indus- 
tries intende to be benefited by it, the 
general sense of the country will expect a 
return to a tariff having for its purpose a 
sufficiency of revenue with the incidental 
protection such a tariff may afford. There 
is a class of persons, however, who reject 
all facts and cling tenaciously to the doc 
trine that the proper policy of the American 
people is to produse only to meet domestic | 
wants, and to have no commercial dealings 
with the outside World. These demand an 
-adherence to the doctrine of protection,— 

that doctrine which exacts the highest possi- 
ble taxation from the smallest amount of 
consumption, and treats that man who pro- 
duces more than he consumes as a public 
enemy. ‘The difference between a tariff for 
protection and a tariff for revenue is fre- 
quently misunderstood, and every man who 
proposes that the tariff should have revenue 
for its object is assailed asa ‘“‘ free-trader,” 


and an attempt is made to give to the term 


an infamous significance, As Mr. Weis 
has recently stated, the advocates of tariff 
reform, while they include many free-trad- 
ers, are all nevertheless disposed to obtain 
substantial advantages and benefits for 
the country by the modifications of 
the tariff without any reference to 
the question of free trade. It is well, how- 
ever, to understand what a tariff for revenue 
is, as compared with s tariff for protection. 

A tariff for revenue is such an adjustment 
of the duties on imports as will produce the 
greatest amount of revenue needed with the 
least possible taxation to consumers, —prefer- 
ence being given im the way of taxation to 
those articles which are of common use and 
not produced in the country, or, if produced 
here, are not produced in such quantity as 
to meet the demand. Thug a tax on tea and 
coffee is a tariff for reven y; a tax on 
sugar is partly for revenug and partly pro- 
tective; a tax om raw wool is protective to 
the wool-grower, produces little revenue, and 
is oppressive to the American manufacturer 
of woolen goods; the tax on other manufac- 
tures is, up to a certain rate, a tax for reve- 
nue, and above that rate the tax becomes 
a bounty, and may be made prohibitory. 
Where the tax is so highly protective 
as practically to prohibit importation, 
and the same class of goods is 
largely mgde in this country, consumers are 
compelled to pay an additional price for the 
domestic goods . ape this addi- 
tional price being in a boun 
to, he" Nowe manufacture acti K. ne AR ‘tax’! (~ 
manufactured imports is more or 1 pro- 
tective. Assuming that the same goods cost 
the same for production at home and 
abroad, a duty of 20 per cent on the imported 
article, including freight, exchange, etc., 
affords a margin of over 20 per cent in which 
the home manufacturer may sell his goods 
at prices below those of the importer; where 
the duty is higher, ranging as in our tariff to 
40, 60, 90, and even to 110 per cent, the pro- 
tection comes spoliation and robbery of the 
consuming public, an encouragement to smug- 
gling, a defeat of revenue, and eventually 
destroys the protected interest. The offer 
of alarge bounty by a protective tariff has 
the effect of withdrawing capital from other 
productions and its investment in the pro- 
tected industry. As protected manufac- 
tures cannot 
consumption is limited, a result is that there 
are soon two or three times too many 
goods of that kind produced; then follows 
stagnation in sale, running the factories on 
short time, reduction of expenses, strikes, 
sale of the goods for what they will bring, 
suspension, bankruptcy, and collapse. That 
has been the general outcome of the pro- 
tective policy in this country during seven- 
teen years of high tariff. 

Tea and coffee, not being produced in this 
country, are especially fit subjects for taxa- 
tion for revenue only. If the tax be 3 cents 
per pound on coffee, the tax is only 3 cents 
on each pound imported; while a tax of 1 
cent per pound on iron is a tax not only of 
that much on each pound imported, but a 
like tax on each pound of iron pröduced in 
this country. If the proportion of iron im- 
ported be as one pound to each nineteen 
pounds produced at home, the consumers 
pay the taxon all, and of this tax only 1 
cent out of each 20 is paid into the Treasury, 
and the other 19 cents go tothe manufac- 
turers as a bounty. In the case of tea and 
coffee, all the tax paid by consumers is paid 
into the Treasury. 

The tax on tea and coffee was repealed in 
1872 because it was a revenue tax ; it was re- 
pealed as an excuse for retaining a protective 
tax on several hundred other articles taxed 
for the exclusive benefit of afew persons. 
The repeal of the tax amouated toa direct 
loss of revenue to the Treasury, while, had 
the tax been repealed on protected articles, 
there would have been no loss of revenue, 
but a large reduction of taxation. The re- 
peal of the duties on tea and coffee took effect 
July 1. 1872. The quantitiesof these articles 
imported since then, and the revenue lost, 
computing the tax on tea at ten cents and on 
coffee at three cents per pound, may be stated 


The repeal! of this tax was instantly followed 
by the imposition of export taxes and an ad- 
vance of prices in tea and coffee at the for- 
eign places of growth, so the American people 
have not had any relief; in fact, they lave 
been paying the tax to the foreign countries 
instead of into their own Treasury. Now, had 
the tax on cotton goods, woolen goods, and 
iron and steel been redused in 1673 to an 


be exported and the home, 
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average duty of 22 per cent, there would 
have been no loss of revenue whatever, pos- 
sibly an increase; but the indirect tax paid 
by the country under the form of protection 
during the five years would have been re- 
duced not less than $200,000,000, By the 
repeal of the tax on tea and coffee we lost 
$83,902,000 revenue and reduced taxation 
that much in the five years. Had we, in- 
stead of repealing that tax, reduced the pro- 
tective tax on the articles named to a reve- 
nue standard, we would have reduced taxation 
$200,000,000 and retained the $83,900,000 
revenue from tea and coffee. That exhibits 
the difference between a tax levied for reve- 


nue purposes and a tax levied for protection. |. 


The man who pays a tax on tea and coffee 
pays it into the Treasury ; the man who pays 
a protective tax pays 90 per cent of that tax 
as a subsidy or bounty to private corpora- 
tions or individuals, and the Treasury gets 
only 10 cents of the dollar. When a reve- 
nue tax is levied, the Government gets 100 
cents out of every dollar paid; when a pro- 
tective tax is levied, the Government re- 
ceives 10 to 20 cents on the dollar of the tax 
paid, and the rest goes as subsidy to outside 
parties. | 
As Secretary Suznman states, the imposi- 
tion of this tax on tea and coffee will enable 
thé Treasury, without loss of revenue, to re- 
the taxes on a long list of articles 
which, though burdensome and oppressive 
upon the country, yield but little revenue to 
the Government. The restoration of the 
small tax on tea and coffee will enable the 
Government to repeal other taxes amounting 
| possibly to $60,000,000 a year paid by the 
country, but of which tax the Government 
only receives a comparatively small sum. 
Congress can make no intelligent revision or 
modification of the tariff which does not re- 
duce taxation by the repeal of all the pro- 
tective taxes levied on the long list of petty 
article for the special benefit of individuals, 
and rostoring the tax on tea and coffee, all 
of Wich is purelyrevenue. The intelligence 
of the country will no longer submit to be 
robbed by the fraudulent ery of g free 
breakfast.” That fraud is now too well un- 
derstood to deceive any intelligent man. 
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THE FUTURE OF REAL ESTATE IN CHI- 

In the year 1876 about eleven miles of 
stone and brick frontage was added to our 
city, and during the present year nearly as 
much more has been built, although a larger 
proportion of the building the last year has 
been business property. In the face of these 
facts, another remains, that there is not the 
same percentage of unoccupied houses or 
blocks that there was before these were 
built, proving conclusively the large increase 
of our population in these hard times. 

Investigation shows that the incumbrances 
on our city property have been largely de- 
creased, and that the rate of interest has 
been considerably reduced, leaving us with 
less burdens to bear, as the times have made 
it less easy tocarry them, showing ourcondi- 
tion of health in the midst of a long-contin- 
ued financial disease. N 

Money was never so cheap as at present, 
and capitalists do not know where to put it 
for safety. During the War, labor was so 
high, as rated in depreciated paper-money, 
that it interfered with profitable cultivation 
of the soil, and business enterprises and 
money commanded such rates of interest 
that many land and real estate owners sold 
out their property and invested the proceeds 
in stocks and loans. Depreciation in values 
of the stocks and unpaid dividends have caused 
sales at losses, and there is a very general 
desire to change this capital into something 
tliat is at least safe, if not very remunera- 
tive, and it seems that the next direction in 
which capital shall seek investment will be in 
real estate, not only for safety, but knowing 
as well that we have periodical returns of 
times when it sells for even more than it is 
worth, thus making the safe investment a 
profitable one. 

There is probably $5,000,000 now locked 
up in defunct Chicago savings banks, most 
of which would be invested in homes or lots 
if it could be got out of them. This is the 
almost unanimous declaration of the unfor- 
tunate depositors. This would buy 5,000 
lots at $1,000 each, or a larger number of 
cheaper ones on the outskirts, or a smaller 
number of comfortable homes already built. 

Capitalists know that business property 
has never sold in Chicago in proportion to 
prices paid in some other leading cities. 
Twenty-two years ago, when Boston had 
about 125,000 inhabitants, land sold in 
favorites localities at $100 per square foot, 
and since that date for much higher prices 
in New York. With one exception, we have 
never known land sold in Chicago at one- 
third of this price in cash, and, with the 
prospect Chicago has for development and 
growth, we claim that our business property 
has never sold for what it is really worth. 

With regard to obstacles to purchases, in 
the way of future taxation, our municipal 
debt is less than one-half of that of Boston 
in proportion to its taxable value, with all 
its boasted wealth; and while every man, 
woman, and child of New York City’s pro- 
portiqn of its municipal indebtedness is over 
$160 each, ours of Chicago is less than $35. 

Chicago has forty-three railroads now cen- 
tering within it, or having it for their ob- 
jective point, and with water communication 
with the Gulf, ocean, and Mississippi Valley, 
and resting at the foot of a chain of lakes 
that extend to mines that are undeveloped, 
and to forests in which the lumberman’s ax 
has never been heard, full of varied resources 
which when developed will contribute im- 
measurably to our business and profits. 

These lakes extend 600 miles above us, 
and over which no railway can pass, causing 
all railway traffic between the East and West 
to centre in Chicago, while she has a grasp 
on the productions of China and Japan 
of which none of her Eastern or Western 
sisters can dispossess her. Should every 
street of Chicago be cleaned of buildings by 
fire or tornado, these roadways to her would 
alone cause it to be again rebuilt. 

Chicago stands as a great wholesale mer- 
chant, with one hand grasping the resources 
of the West, with means and facilities to 
control them, and to send East or across 
the sea when the profits in handling will pay 
her to do so, and in the other holding a key 
to warehouse-doors large enough to hold the 
product of the manufactories of the East, 
and which pay a tribute in profits in 
leaving them to supply the necessities of the 
great Northwest. 

In the face of the fact that Chicago has 
grown 80 rapidly and so large from its posi- 
tion and profit in forwarding, and 
distributing the products of her tributary ter- 
ritory, and the handiwork of artisans from 
without her limits, who can estimate her 
growth when there shall be established with- 
in her limits mauufactories for the varied de- 
mands of the West? 

When these shall have been established 
here in the same proportion as in the cities 
of the East, there is no the im- 
migration hither of skilled workmen, and the | 


than by water-power, and when we have the 
wool, the coal to the steam, and 
willing hands in Chicago to convert the cloth 
into clothing? 

Who that has lived in Chicago long enough 
to have seen it arise, and in its growth over- 
come all the obstacles that surround it, can 
doubt that this same energy will carry it 
forward even more successfully in the 
future? And who that has seen the immense 
and fertile tefritory that is dependent upon 
it for a market and for supplies can doubt 
its destiny ? 

At the rate Chicago has grown during the 
hard times of the past four years, fifteen 
years will double our present population of 
450,000, and demanding 70,000 additional 
homes. These homes must be built on lots 
now unimproved, and over the prospective 
value of which many ate growing des- 
pondent. 

There are about 21,000 acres within the 
city limits of Chicago, improved and unim- 
proved. Allowing for the space taken for 
alleys, streets, parks, and boulevards, there 
will average about six and a half lots per 
acre, giving 137,000 lots within the entire 
city limits. Allowing a family of five per- 
sons to each lot, would give about 685,000 
inhabitants when the entire city is covered 
with buildings. 

This may look somewhat inconsistent to 
those who now believe we already have a 
population approaching half a million, but 
investigation shows that the business por- 
tion, with its hotels and upper-stories of 
blocks, is more densely populated than 
strictly residence property, in many sections 
of which there are houses standing upon 
large lots, bat these being now more gener- 
ally occupied than when good times come, 
permitting men to keep house who cannot 
now afford it, we may fairly conclude that 
our additional population must be accom- 
modated on lots now unimproved. Conse- 
quently it is only fair to conclude that when 
our city numbers three-quarters of a million 
of inhabitants, every available building lot 
within its limits will be absolutely demanded 
for residence and business purposes, 
and in this calculation allowing a Still 
larger per cent of increase in population in 
the strictly business portion of the city. If 
every lot in the city limits were built upon 
and occupied by a family of seven persons, 
our population would only number a mill- 
ion, and statistics show that this is much 
more than city families averagco. 

If this picture of Chicago’s future is not 
overdrawn, let our despondent owners of real 
estate have renewed faith in the value of the 
property they have held so long, and for 
which they are sure to realize remunerative 
prices in the future. Political troubles, an 
unsettled currency, breaking banks, and 
want of confidence in all enterprises, have 
seemed to conspire to drag down everything. 
But while there is flo limit to depreciation in 
bonds and stocks of doubtful value and 
profits, there is a limit to depreciation in 
value of real estate in a city with such pros- 
pects as Chicago has, and we feel sure that 
the bed-rock has been reached, and that 
another spring will see us af least making a 
commencement upon the roadway toward 
better times and better prices.

All the hatches of the 
ship were properly secured and battened down, 
except one, the after hatch, adjoining the fire- hole, 
and that was on, but not battened down, when 
the first sea hfted it, allowing a small quantity of 
water to enter tae hold at that point, between decks. 
The water was at no time more than four inches in 
depth in the cabin, engine-room, or fire-hole. In 
— the water would not exceed 200 barre!s. 

‘hese statements are made in justice to Capt. Har- 
rison, who was known as a careful seaman and a 
strict disciplinarian.

THE GREENEBAUM BANKS, 
GERMAN NATIONAL, 


The suspension of the German National Bank, 
which was foreshadowed in yesterday's TRIBUNE, 
created scarcely a ripple in financial circles. There 
was not the slightest indication of a flurry, no 
rushing around to learn the news’, no sacrificing of 
exchange to strengthen currency reserves. In 
fact, the suspension was long ago discounted. The 
condition of the institution had been thoroughly 
analyzed and understood in banking and com- 
mercial circles, though among small tradespeople 
the news of the failure was decidedly unexpected. 
as they had labored under the impression that, as 
the bank had weathered the gale so far, it could not 
fail to make port in safety. 

Bank-Examiner Watson was in a sort of semi- 
official possession of the bank during the day. No 
business was transacted beyond taking care of that 
pouring out of the mails. Colléctions were made, 
and either turned over, as requested by telegraphic 
instructions, or retained until further orders. It 
had been expected that this branch of the pusiness 
would have been transferred to the Commercial 
National Bank, but it declined, as it had all it 
could attend to in loo Afier the collections, 
etc., turned over to it by the Third National.

THE SAVINGS BANK. 

Quite a crowd of deposifors had gathered around 
the German Savings k yesterday 1 
waiting for the institution. They had learne 
that the German National had been forced to suc- 
cumb tothe inexorable demands of its creditor 
and associating the fact that its President occnpi 
the same relation to the savings bank, became 
clamorous for their money. They believed that 
Mr. Greenebaum owned the three banking institu- 
tions which for so many years have existed under 
one roof, and that the fall of one would necessarily 
be followed by the collapse of the others. It was 
in vain that Cashier Wise assured the depositors that 
the institations were separate and distinct, and that 
the suspension of one did not necessarily entail the 
collapse of the others. They would have none of his 
explanations. They demanded their money, and 
were then informed that they must give the re- 

uired thirty days’ notice. Some 200 availed 
themselves of this provision of the charter. Their 
aggregate deposits amount to about $38,000. No 
currency was paid out over the counter. The 
bank insisted on a rigid enforcement of the rule. 
Mr. Greenebaum says its assets are sufficient wo 
pay its depositors in full and leave a handsome 
surplas forthe stockholders. The liabilities are 
reported to be about $350, 000. 

HENRY GREENEBAUM & CO. 

The private banking house of Henry Greenebaum 
& Co. was open as usual, though the volume of 
business was light, and confined mainly to the 
issue of drafts on New York and European cities 
in small amounts. Shortly before the close of 


banking hours it became known that

THE APOLLO CLUB CONCERT. 

That old and favorite organization, the Apollo 
Club, gave its first concert of the present season 
last evening at McCormick Hall. It was evident 
from the immense crowd in attendance, —the hall 
being filled with one of the largest and most brill- 
iant audiences ever assembled in it. that the Club 
has not lust ground in popularity, and that it still 
holds itsown in popular favor, notwithstanding 
the necessarily limited repertoire that 1s available 
fora mennerchor. That it more than sustams its 
reputation from a musical point of view was mani - 
fest from its work, for, while the other three parts 
are upto the standard of last season, the first 
tenors have been greatly strengthened, 
both in power and quality of tone, 
and are now well balanced even 
as against the strong second basses, by preponder- 
ence of numbers, the ranks being filled as follows:

THE NEW RUSSIAN LOAN.

STOPPING THE SALE OF LIQUOR TO MINORS. 
At the call of the **Citizens’ League for the Sup- 


Everts, the Rev. Dr. Hunter, t ‘ 

reit. A. C. Hesing, Supt. M. C. Hickey, Deacon 
Steel, Mr. Corry, Mr. Simonton, J. W. Good- 
speed, E. W. Lattey, Thomas Spaulding, Mr. 
Moulding, and John Collier. 

The meeting was called to order by F. F. Elmen- 
dort, President of the Citizens’ League, and was 
opened with prayer by the Rev. Dr. Everts. 

Mr. Lattey read the platform of the Citizens’ 
League, and letters from Emery A. Storrs. the 
Rev. Dr. Sullivan, and Tuthill King, regretting 
their inability to be present, and assuring the meet- 
ing that they were in hearty sympathy with the 
effort to prohibit tne sale of liquor to minors. 
SUPERINTENDENT HICKEY 

was called upon to address the meeting. He re- 
sponded by stating that he was in sympathy with 
the movement to keep liquor from children, and 
that the Mayor and the entire City Government 
would extend all the aid to the promoters of the 
‘good work that wasin theirpower. He could not 
ao the work but would need 


the assixtance good citizens. 
His experience had taught him that 
a reformatory institution for the bootblacks and 
street boys were needed to push forward the 
League work, and to bring about the best results. 
He closed by assuring the meeting that the entire 
police force would assist in the suppression of the 
gale of liquor to minors, and in — these 
who persistently sold to them to justice. e was 
greeted with applause. 

The Rev. Mr. Hunter was the next speaker. He 
was in hearty sympathy with the movement, and 
felt encour in the work by what had been said 
by Capt. Hickey. The work to be done was plain 
and straightforward, —it was not to make laws, but 
to enforve such as existed. The need of the 
cause, he imagined, was money, that in- 
stead of employing one detective to ferret 
out the violators of the law. a dozen might 
be employed, and to this end, and to stir up a 
deeper interest in the movement, he suggested 
the nolding of mass-meetings in the different 
Divisions of the city at an eariy day. 

DR. EVERTS 

was glad to see the movement going forward. He 
thought it would be eminently successful. as it de- 
served to be. Reforms couid not well in ad- 
vance of public sentiment, neither could laws be 
made that the people were not ri for. For this 
movement the pudlic were ready, and had made 
‘the laws, and all that remained to be-done was to 
enforce them. How this could be best done was 
the question. He thought there were too many 
Saloons, and was in favor of the London law pro- 
hibiting the opening ofa saloon without the con- 
went of the residents inthe vicinity. 

MR. A. C. HESING 

was the next speaker. He was in favor of the 
movement, but differed with some of his he- rers as 
to the means to be adopted to suppress the liquor 
traffic, as was well known. The pulpit was arrayed 
against the sale of liquor in any shape, ne said, 
and had been trying to make laws to that ena, but, 
coming from an older country, be was imbued with 
different ideas. He then referred at some length 
to the history of the liquor traffic in the old coun- 
try some years ugo, and to the fact that the duty 
on beer had been great, and alsoto the fact that 
the alms-houses were, notwithstanding, filled 
with drunkards and the people dying 
from delerium tremens. In those days 
beer was a luxury too expensive for the populace, 
and the country teemed with distilleries, just as 
this copntry does, and the drinkers were there, as 
here, dodging and sneaking into alleys to guip the 
— = stuff. What did the country do? Did 
the Government pass laws forbidding the traffic? 
lt sought a remedy for the drunkenness and 
vice of the people by levying a tax upon the taxa- 


ble property for the establishment of a brewery to 


supply cheap beer! The result of this course was 


that it soon grew to be a disgrace to drink Whisky. 


the distilleries were stopped, the poor-houses 
were emptied, and drunkenness was never 
seen. The speaker had, a few years 
ago, made a two years’ tour of his 
native country, and noticed that a great reform 
bad been worked in the matter of drinking. He 
saw no drunkards there; but found school-bouees 
had grown up, and prosperity was everywhere 
seen. He oad seen more druaken men in an hour 
on Halsted street than he had seen in the whole of 
Europe in a two years’ visit. 

After some farther reference tothe laws and 
habits of the Germansin the matter of drinking. 
the speaker returned to his subject. He cautioned 
his hearers against being too radical in their work 
in the suppression of * sale of liquor to minors, 
as they would be likely h make some grievous mis- 
takes. He insisted that it was necessary to make the 
work to oe done effective to do it pracentiy. But 
the stopping of the sale of liquor children was 
not the only and best thing to de done; schoo)- 
houses were needed, and children should be com- 
pelied by law to attend them, when they would pe 
found te have less time to visit saloons and less 
disposition to drink intoxicating liquors. Educa- 
tion was the rule in Germany. and instead of the 
poor children growing up as bootblacks and news- 
boys they were prohibited from such vocations and 
compelled to go to echool, which system, he 
thought, could be adopted and ought to be adopted 
here. With more schools, less spiritwous liquors 
would be drank by the children he thought, and he 
wanted to see the property of the country 
taxed in the interest of education. He closed 
vy saying that there were too many saloons in Chi- 
cago, and suggested as the best way of getting md 
of them that the licensc be increased, which would 
work the double benent of reducing the number, 
improving the character, and, withal, would add 
thousands of dollars to tue revenue of the city. 
His closing remarks were loudly applauded. 

OTHERS. 

Mesers. Paxton. Barrett, and John Collier fol- 
lowed in short addresses. The latter attacked Mr. 
Hesing's educational idea, and maintained that 
education would not suppress intemperance. He 
cited the fact that kings and potentates were edu- 
cated, and had grown up in school- houses, yet they 
got drunk at pleasure. He had last Sunday after- 
noon attended the performance at the Academy of 
Music. He took a seatin the front row of the boys’ 
gallery. where there thirty boys, and noticed 
that the most of them were neatly clad. 
and most likely were attending school. He next 
went into a beer-hali and took a seat. and there he 
beheld a large number playing pool and drinking 
beer, ali of whom were evidently going to school. 
Lie closed by advising the ministers present to go 
to the Academy of Music und the beer-halis and 
see what he had seen. He recommended that some 
steps be taken to raise money to prosecute the 
saloon-keepers and ferret out the violators of the 


aw. 

Mr. Moulding next contributed to the entertain- 
ment of the meeting. He hooted at the idea of 
education being a remedy foi intemperance. and, 
warming up, said that some of the hest-educated 
people he knew were the greatest drunkards, and 
they were not confined to the poorer class eitner. 
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y prepared by 
the Company. 


Mr. Bennett also expressed his views concerning 
the matter, and said the Company had forfeited its 
franchise by not complying with the provisions of 
the ordinance of last April. The sooner the Com- 

ny were impressed with the belief that they had 

orteited their franchise, the sooner they would 
have the track laid on Lake street.

WHISKY. 
JUDGE DRUMMOND’S LETTER. 

Following is Judge Drummond's letter to United 
States District-Attorney Bangs, setting forth the 
conclusions of the former regarding the civil suit 
against Jacob Rehm: | 

CurcaGo, Dec. 6. — To the Hon. Mark Bangs. 
etc.—Dearn Sir: 1 have considered the case of 
Jacob Rehm, now under procedure by the United 
States, fora money penalty for violation of the 
Internal Revenue law, in view of the testimony 
heard before us to-day. ; 

An indictment under the Internal Revenue law 
was found against him at the December term A. D., 
1875, and while it was pending a proposition was 
made by his counsel to the Government that he 
would fairly and truly communicate all he knew 
as to the offenses agsinst the Internal 
Revenue law, and would in the same 
spirit testify as a witness for the 
Government in any proceedings for its violation. 
An interview accordingly took place between 
Measrs. Lawrence and Campbell, representing the 
defendant, and yourself and Mesers. Ayer, Dexter, 
and Boutelle, representing the Government. 

The result was au agreement that Rehm should 
plead guilty to all the counts of the pending in- 
dictment, and carry out in good faith the proposi- 
tion made through his counsel, and that the Gov- 
ernment should not insist upon a certain punish- 
ment. All of the terms agreed on by the counsel 
of the respective parties touching the indictment 
and its contingent penalties need not 
be mentioned, as that proceeding is termi- 
nated, and no question arises on the subjec:, 
The only controversy is, whether it was a condi- 
tion made by the defendant and accepted by the 
Government that he should receive immunity as to 
all penalties other than what might be considered 
criminal for offenses committed by him against the 
Internal-Revenue law, and for which he could be 
liable to a money penalty merely. 

It does not appear that such immunity was ex- 
pressiy mentioned, or promised, by the counsel of 
the Government at the interview named; but it is 
clear from their statements that the counsel of the 
defendant understood it to reach that extent, 
and to constitute a part of the contract made be- 
tween the parties. Had they the right to assume 
that this was necessarily implied from all the cir- 
cumstances of the case’ I think they had. This 
is admitted by three of the counsel representing 
the Government, 

itis of more importance to the public interests 
that an agreement of this kind should be carried 
out in good faith by the Government than the nos; 
sible success of Den u money penaity 
against the defendant. That the defendant ful- 
filled his part of the agreement is not questioned 
by the counse!. I think. therefere, that the Gov- 
ernment ought not to continue the prosecution now 
pending against the defendaat for a money penalty 
for a violation of the Internal Revenue law, and in 
this conclusion Judge Bloagett concurs,

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE ! 
of the Board of Managers of the Industrial Home 
for Girls met yesterday morning at the Tremont 
House, Mrs. Judge Van Buren in the chair, and 
Mrs. Smith Secretary. 

Dispensing with preliminary business, the Chair 
called for reports of committees, and Mrs. Col. F. 
A. Eastman said that, while she had nothing 
definite to gunounce, she was confident that a 
dramatic entertainment for the benefit of the Home 
would be given in January. Other ladies reported 
that they had made efforts to arrange an entertain- 
ment of some kind, but nothing authoritative 
could yet be said about it. 

The Committee on Supplies reported through 
Mrs. ex-Goy. Beveridge that the immediate wants 
of the institution were provided for. She acknow1l- 
edged donations of potatoes, flour, and general 
groceries, and some clothing. The Home had been 
bountifully supplied with Thanksgiving requisites 
and the holiday had been passed pleasantly. 

Mrs. Babbitt said that she had latety had at her 
residence a pound party. Though the weather 
had been bad, there were about twenty-five attend- 
ants, each one bringing one pound of something 
forthe Home. In that way a nice little stock of 
tea, coffee, sugar, raisins, prunes, etc., etc., had 
been obtained. She recommended the plan for 
repetition. 

The snbject of giving entertainments for the 
benefit of the Home was agria broached, and 
Mrs. Smith unfoldeda plan which contemplated a
